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Transferred to Federal Court. 



Judge A. M. Cochran, of the United 
States Court for the Eastern District 
of Eastern Kentucky, Friday, handed 
down a decision holding that the 
Caleb Powers’ case was transferred to 
the United States Court, by his peti- 
tion for removal. He ordered the writ 
of habeas corpus to issue, to transfer 
the custody of the prisoner’s person 
to the Federal authorities. The at- 
torneys for the State will take an ap- 
peal to the United States Supreme 
Court. An order was issued that pend- 
ing the appeal the prisoner should be 
kept in jail in Newport. 

Attorney General Hays and Com- 
monwealth Attorney Franklin unite 
in a statement in the Powers case 
that there will be no resistance to 
Judge Cochran’s order except the le- 
gal one of an appeal. This appeal 
will be filed in the Supreme Court at 
once, and when that court convenes 
in October it is the purpose of the 
Commonwealth to have the case ad- 
vanced and tried as soon as possible. 
However, there will also be filed a 
suit in the Supreme Court against 
Judge Cochran to compel him to re- 
mand the case to the State court.

A passenger train on the L. & N. 
Railroad from Louisville, due at Lex- 
ington at 5:20 o’clock, ran into an 
open switch in the Lexington yards 
Saturday afternoon and five people 
were injured. It is believed by offi- 
cials of the road that the switch was 
thrown by some one to wreck the 
train. The injured are: Mrs. A. D. 
McFarlan, of this city, bruised about 
the face; Mrs. W. E. Roberts, Yar- 
nellton Station, bruised about the 
face; Galen Jones, Science Hill, 
bruised about the body;. Geo. Brown, 
Lexington, foot mashed; Geo. Wad- 
dy, Lexington, scalp wound. 

This is the same train that was 
struck by the C. & O. limited at Viley 
Station Sunday afternoon a week ago, 
when a score of people were injured. 



Rev. John Johnson, colored preach- 
er at Cynthiana, is the first to report 
cabbage snakes in that vicinity. He 
brought to the Log Cabin office in 
Cynthiana three of the so-called cab - 1 
bage snakes, which he found in a 
head of cabbage shipped from Cin- 
cinnati.

At Normandy, Spencer county, Ky., j 
Chester Crawford, a young farmer, I 
shot and instantly killed Lon Beard, a 
negro, who the night before attempt- 
ed to assault Mrs. Crawford. Beard 
was being taken from Taylorsville to | 
Shelbyville for safe-keeping and when 
the train stopped at Normandy Craw- 
ford stepped aboard and fired seven 
bullets into the'negro’s body. He at 
once surrendered to the Sheriff, and 
after the Coroner’s verdict was ren- 
dered he was released on a bond of 
§1,000, signed by fifteen of the lead- j 
ing citizens of his neighborhood.
